The vaiter wonders whether the baold- 
ers of this etty saw in prophetic vision 
the streets of Clitcugo, Denver, and 
Philadelphia, Then he hegins to suspect 
that Peking is the one spacious Chinese 
city Deca anse: it is not a Chinese city at 
all, but a ‘Tatar city, built by adventur- 
ams barbarians oF the north, men whe 
ved in the saiidle, upon steppes and 
plains, whose feet were set in a lange

Wonder doves iiet-stap with the length, 
breadth, and repuitarity: of the streets. 
The traffic upen them is erally tmex- 
nected. In the cities of southern China. 
sedan-choirs edge their wav with difh- 
enity through the crowds of pedestrians 
and carrying coolies, whe jostle each

every street is alive with beasts and 
vehicles, 


Down the aninoth, tree-lined. macadarn 
center-roads gutos, cabs, rickshuws, and 
breyveles speed past slow-moving cata- 
filques and ctinsen wedding proces- 
sions. On ¢ach side, between «<idewalk 
and trees, along a highway of turf, ga 
mile-maunted equestrians, soldiers on 


sturdy Manchurian ponies, triplets of 
donkeys hauling lumber, brick, coal, and 
crockery, portly ‘old gentlemen atrul- 
routes diminutive asees,  blue-canopied 

Peking carts, aod caravans of camels 
out of the north, 

Imagine a city where camels go up and 
down the streets upon legitimate - btsi- 
hiss, eit in acirens pare! The Visitor 
etrolls along Hatamen Street after break- 
fast, and there they ate, on their knees, 
blinking in the morning ‘sun— fine, 
shagey, brown ~heasts, an occasional 
white one—rather dirty white—amoneg 
them, chewing their cuds in letsure. The 
pavernent hefore the shops whither they 
have carried merchandise has been their 
carnvansary for the night. There are 
dozens upon dozens of them lining the 
sidewalk, up the street and dawn. 

By and by the drivers come forth, 
throw their empty sacks between the 
hiimps of the animals, rouse them, and 
lead them off down the street, slowly and 
softly stepping, in single He, ont beneath 
the srresit Stoné arches of the Hata Gate, 
then westward heside the frowning. tut- 
tresses of the city wall. 

Almost as fascinating as the camels are 
the carts of Peking, or rather the little 
Leasts which pull them—ponies, donkevs, 
mules, and nondescript, clusive creatures 
that are neither horse, mule, nor ass, lout 
subtle. trdlistingnishable mixtires, On 
first sight one t= sttre ther are horses, on 
the secotid he is sire they are mules, on 
the third he i equally sure they are 
acbras: with the stripes worn of. (ine 
historian of ‘Chins speaks of the anctent

Even the foreigners in Peking have 
fallen into this habit of surrounding 
themselves with blank and onexpressive 
walls: so that behind such barriers are 
found not only temples and parks and 


pea but colleges and churches ‘and

CINNESE ARCHITECTURE 


Indeed, the tmexpecter is the essence 
of Chinese architecture. (ne can ever 
get a complete view of a temple or a 
yamen tniless there he some adjacent lull 
ar tower or ‘city wall from which to 
view it lentil 

On level ground only the outer wall 
and the ‘entrance ar¢é scen, and when 
these are passed one sees otily the first 
court, with its mere claborate entrance 
ti the second: and so on through three, 
four, five, six, it miy be seven, court- 
yards, each complete in itself, each with 
a central building, through which one 
asses. to the court beyond, cach budding 
arger, higher, or more deécerative than 
the Last, each breaking upon the beholder 
with « fresh sturprise. 

This. arrangement, adtnirable as it 1s 
in producing sudden and increasing won- 
der and in allowing the architect to work 
up to a’ clitimx through a series of sur- 
prising effects, fails at times in its lack 
ef vista. “This 4s notably troe of smaller 
buildings, which sometimes oppear 
cramped and luiddle, senetimes cosy 
and pleasing, seldom intposing. But m 
Peking, where Chinese bnilding has 
reached its tiost magnificent develo 
ment, thete ix a fine spaciousness m. the 
courtyards, so combined with massive 
structure, restraint, and dignity of line 
and simple barbaric coloring that one 
fnirly catches his breath in admiration at 
the strength and power oF it. 

This is especially true of the imperial 
palace, which is perhaps the most effect- 
ively arranged group of buildings in all 
China. Gateway after gateway, cach 
gute a palace in itself, pillared, roofed, 
and batiressed, leads into & wide-lving 
courtyard whose plicid expanse dwarts 
ancient trees around its cdges into seem- 
ing shrubs, 

Fuel court is nounitef grandeur and

magnificence in itself, und at the same 
tithe an integral member of a series lead- 
ing up to the marhle-terraced courtyard 
of the great throtie hall. 

Although the imperial palace is the 
finest architectural ensemble in the ¢ap- 
tal, this in the Temple of Heaven, or, a 
the Chinese ‘call it. “The Pappy Year 
Hall.” where the emiperor used to offer 
anntial supplication to Heaven for a pros- 
perous new Veur, that we find a single 
building in which the simple digmty of 
Chinese architecture 75 pt its best. 

This. is perhaps the most frequently 
pictured of all Chinese buildings. Every 
Chinese photographer displays it in his 
window? every vender of post-cards Ten- 
tures thievery boak on China reproduce: 
it: it is probably the one view of things 
Chinese which every Westerner who 
knows anvthing at all about China has 
seen. Wet I know of no building which 
mast pictures fail so pitifully to portray, 

In the wstial print or photograph it is 
stjuat, plirnp, and heavy. like a German 
welding cake. In reality it is strom and 
grachnis and mighty, and when the vis- 
itor cores into its pEEns he has come 
inte the presetice of a Preat peace. 

There it stand< on a vast platform, its 
base-above the tree-tops, Above the plar- 
fornt is a threefold marble terrace, white 
and ciredlar: then red columns. green- 
gold friex¢s, and three fine, flaring, cir- 
culur roots, with shadows and mystery 
under the eaves, and the roof tiles act 
erying-vellow, like those of the mperial 
palace, bit deep, deep blue. 

Tt i6 the “qutetness and confidence” of 
which Isaiah speaks, made visible in 
wood and tile and marble.

But it is fustdn this, tts chief master: 
piece, that Chinese architecture, in its m- 
sistence on the tmexpected, Ins gone far- 
thest astray. ‘The temple is in the midst 
of a huge parle; acres of lawn and dense 
groves of ancient evergreen surround it; 
there is every condition conducive to the 
niost clfective use of distance and. vista - 
yet the temple approaches are so clouded 
and cluttered with cheap, tawdry, deca- 
dent gatlewavs that nothing af the temple 
itelf is seen umtil one actually stumbles 
upon it through the last gate.

over. ‘Toys of the same sort delight 
them all, Here are flutes and dims, 
tops and diabolos, diminutive sets of fur- 
niture and dishes for ao household of 
dolls, jointed bamboo dragons wriggling 
ona stick, tufted camels and gaudy tigers 
of painted canvas stuffed with sawdust, 
and littl fuzzy dogs, of the Peking va- 
ety, which bark hoskily when you 
squeeze their stomac hs.

lf the children of China are like the 
children of the West, the grown-tps can- 
jot he quite so different, tis we sometimes 
TITagrieses. Indeed, in thts city of antiquity 
one stumbles upon bits of the nmst ex- 
traordinary social ioedernity. 

My host took.me to call one Lt termact 
at the home of a noted Chinese pliysician. 
He was away at the time, im the interest 
of. the wnti-cpiii movement, so his wife 
received ts.

For a Chinese worn to, reeeive two 
gentlemen in the absence of her husband 
is ih itself something extraordinary. It 
is considered verv modern for a Chinese 
wife even to be present when her hus 
band receives gests; but Mrs. Teen 
meted the hostess as graciously and as 
deftly as the most socially experienced 


hostess of the West. She poured tea, and 


when the conservation turmmed to Chinese 
must she went to the piano and showed 
how tin ancient Chinese melody could be 
expressed in’ Western notation; then ‘slic 
sang jt for us, without the least. eribar- 
rassmient. 

She tokl how her home had heccane 
the gathering place for the younger Chi- 
nese in the professions in Peking, espe- 
cially those who had returned from study 
abroad, ‘Then she pottited te the phonu- 
graph inthe camer, “Oh! ves," she ¢x- 
claimed, “of course | dance: we fre- 
quently have photograph dances for ovr 
young Chinese friends.” 

Thad to pinch mrvself to be sure that [ 
was in China, ni a‘Chinese home, talking 
to a Chinese woman, in the heart of the 
conservative North, Phonograph dances: 
within four hours of the direat Wall! 
After this nothing in. Peking was tmex- 
pected.

The initial reaction of the visitor to 
much that he stes im Petey, as I have 
hinted, is apt to be one of disappormt- 
ment, followed by surprise, then by de- 
light atach saimiration. 

Wher he leaves the city gates and goes 
to the western hills, there ts surprise ane 
delight, It no initial disappointment. 
Perhaps that is heeiuse he has heard so 
much of the city and so little of the hills 
that he goes expecting nothing; perhaps 
it iS Iescanse the falls, in spite of their 
harrenness; are allogether level. 

However that may be, half the charm 
of Peking m not in Peking at all, but in 
ite surroundings. Shrine upon shrine, 
palace upan palace, he without the city 
walle, ‘They det the surrounding plain; 
they nest on near-by wooded knolls they 
lndge in crevices of the wide-circling, 
treeless hills—those quiet hills, slow 
curving, like billows after storm ; verdant 
and velvety it summer; in winter bare

There. in the central ball of worship, 
he reclines upon his elhow, a broree 
fivure twenty feet long, Surrounded by 
pairs of tage cloth -sligpers, left as votive 
offerings by poous pilgrims to protect 
him, presumably, from wnhallowed tucks, 
shold he walk im his simep, 

It is this temple, or rather the temple 
inclosure beyond the main luilding, which 
the Pronedton Center in Peking has leased 
ns a vacation home, There are fetltiis 
courts, awirmting pools, a nwilern kitchen 
and dining-room, and spice for soveril 
score cat beds in buildings once devoted 
tn mHorestic mses; hut the bronge Buddha 
sleeps on, untmindful af these imnovations, 
anda few monks still bum incense daily 
before tim, 

After stipper with the Sleeping Budd, 
we crawled into our blanket bags and 
tried to follow lis somnolent example, 
Chir headroom was a sort of litte sammer 
inulding, with the front quite aptin, 
perched high = i a rock among the pine 
taps. Tt had been the shrine at Kwan 
Yin, Buddhist Goddess of Merey, but 
when the Princetonians moved in, the 
monks deemed it no fit place for a got 
dess! She mowed out and was burivd ty 
her séeryitors in the hillside, beck of the 
slicine, So we lay in her place, the etsy 
winter airoof the hills in our nostrils, a 
fowl af moonlight in aur eves, making 
a gilded mystery of temple roofs and 
pine shadows, avd in cur ers arwl crearis 
the terple bells a-calling, for all might 
long: the Titthh: brazen bells, which hang 
lightly from the overjetting corners of 
the roof, awayed and tingled drowsily in 
the: winel. ‘ 

Next morning the suishone as tt can 
only in the cold. dry winter af north 
China, like a brand-new sun, shining for 
the first time from a fleckless sky, Thue 
above bright-brown hills, ft must lave 
lwen in such a sim-that-the P'salenest sang 
vf the litth: bill that skipped tke lambs 
cod the mountains like young sheep. 


Even the barren hill=of [ching are resali— 


ent ii such sunshine, 

Again we set ont behind our inde 
fatigable rickshaw miei, fitst to Pe Vaan 
Seu, the Temple of the Green Jade 
Clouds, the loveliest temple in the north, 
a cube of pure white marble set ina grive 
af lustrous, white-stermmed pines, 

Thea we tantied toward the city again

by a route different from that by which we 
came. tt tok us quist the Old Summer 
Palace; left a nit by the Anglo-French 
Hunitive expedition of 1860, What was 
once gin imperial residence of anpreee- 
dened extent and magnificence is-now a 
lace af heaps, with here and there o 
broken trch of a shattered pillar still 
standing, strangely reminiscent of France 
or Italy; for this pale, Tilt in: the 
eivliteenth century, m the style of Ver- 
silles, was planned Ty Jesuit fathers.

. Yangtee River, which in Chinese 
means “The Child of the Ocean,” in its 
passage throtigh the outer rim oF central 
Asia's mountain svstem has carved, in 
surmasing beanty and majestic grandeur, 
the five gorges of the upper Yangter, 
rivlily called the patewnys to West Chia. 
They stretch from Ichang, until recently 
the head of steam. navigation, to Kwei- 
chow, a distance of t25 miles. 
The traveler ts prompted to call “Hats 
off!" ag he sails between these massive 
walls, crowned with cathedral domes that

chief ceréal crop, is the most difficult of 
ill cereals to produce, especialy in a 
country where the hills toist be terraced 
and water lifted to fill the paddy fields,

Then come the tares, which the nevice 
cornet cdistinmish from the rice. Unlike 
the Bible story, he does not leave them 
till the harvest. but pulls them loose and

For the liarvest the farmers combine 
and render-mutual assistance. The rice 
is cut with the sickle, gathered tn bundles, 
‘and the grain beaten Gut by striking it 
upon slats in the center of a large bin 
which is pulled along after the thresbers.

THE WONDRHFOCT SALT WELLS oF 
STECnvTAN 


About midway between Chong-king and 
Cheng-tu we are tempted by the Jong 
train af salt carriers to turn aside and 
sev the renowned salt todustry at. Tsalia- 
ching, which tHeans “Fhiwing Well.” Ite 
origin is lost m antiquity, being first men- 
toned in the teign of the Minor Han 
Diinasty in Sze-chuan, A, D, 221-263. 

With its forest of derricks, it resembles 
an cil boom town, The wells howe Teen 
drilled ly foit-power toa depth of 2.400 
feet for brine and alenut28o0 for natural 
gas, which is wed exclusively for the 
evaporation of the brine. 

Salt te the unotailing source of goyern- 
ment revene and its production 
puntded most jealously to prevent mete 
opoly.

The proprietor of the salt well cane 
own a gas well or evaporating plant. 
Likewise, the owner af the gis well or 
evTporiting puns caundt erlgage in. the 
other branches of the industry, thus mak- 
mg cach dependent upon the other ancl 
preventing family or government cornrol. 

There are no fowing wells now, the 
brine being lifted th bamboo buckets 
about so feet in length and four to five 
inches im diameter, The power ts sup 
plied by water-buffulocs, hitched in fours 
to da Geto herizontal drum, about 
which the rope fastened to the bicker 
winds as the animals are eaten around 
the circle at a wild gallop. The magni- 
tude of the industry may be gleaned from 
the fact that every formily demands its 
weekly pound of salt, and that many tons 
tre exported) each month to other prov- 
ince. . 


THe “EMDROIUDRED crtv” ih A FERTILE 
PLAEN 


Returning once more to the Big Road 
and passing witliout comiment its towns 
ariel cities, located, shout tem miles apart, 
we come to Cheng-tn, the Perfect Capital, 
a vice-regal city of half a million people, 
niling over Sze-chuan and Tibet. It is 
surrounded by a finely constructed brick 
wall, 45-to yo feet in height, with a thick-

Cheng-ta isan ancient capital, its first 
omelet being biilt 2,315 years apo. 
Marco Polo deseribed tt as a trinity of

which spanned its moat. Tts wall, nearly 
20 imiles in circumference, inclosing o 
poptilation of more than a omllion, was 
surroinded by rows of hihiseus trees, 
which dn sate, bloom made tt the “Eim- 
breiderad City.” a name that has long 
outlived the wall and its trees. Some 
donception of the toil reqeired to erect 
such a wall may be gained from the his- 
torical reqords, Sein gente that the con- 
struction of one of its extensions, cight 
miles im length, required an army ot 
tog,ooo men aml o.500,000 days" work, 

Cheng-tu has giver its name to the 
plain on which it stands. | 

This plain is said te have one of the 
finest and rhost ancient systems of irriga- 
tion in the world, Tt was perfected about 
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200 FL C. by Li Ping, who has since be- 
eotne the patron saint of Cheng-ti—the 
only instetee of which I ain aware where 


a civil engineer has hecome a patron 
siuint. le divided the Min imto three 


great delta systems of rivers and cannis, 
which radiate to all parts of the So-mile 
plain. The waters are united again in 
two main streams, which leave the sertl- 
west and southeast. borders of the plam 


by the Min and the Lin rivers. Me lett 


the people this motto for regulating the 
canala; “Keep the banks low and the bot-

AMERICAN EROUPCATIONAL INFLUENCES 


Iria not, however, this fertile. plain, 
with its irrigation and teeming millions: 
nor the city, with its ancient colture and 
niodem shops; nor vet this: wall, upon 
whose hattlements we bean, that clams 
chief consideration, bot a modern ineti- 
tition rising just beside it; for, interest- 
ing as is Old China, with its walled-tn 
peaples and civilization, it holds mo such 
world significance as the Chinn of today, 
which such imstitutions hive in large 
ricasine made possible. 

We are familar with the magnitude 
and importance of the work of American 


colleges at Constantinople and Beirut, in 


the Near East; but the far-reaching and 
beneficent work of the Christian colleges 
in the Far East is not so generally receg- 
nized, Im marked contrast to the Farrno- 
pean missionaries, who have placed ¢om- 
paratively litte emphasis on education in 
China, and especially higher education, 
the American missionary enterprise and 
Christian education have from the first

In the training of Ching’s sone the 

American missionary not only prepared 
many of the men who have taken high 
place in the life of the nation, bit he 
created the amypailse that led the sons of 
its first families to America to complete 
their education. 

When the Manchu Dynasty was over- 
thrown and China was floundering head- 
lesaly about, seeking to establish a new 
dynasty of to re-establish the old Han 
Dynasty of 4,000 years age, it was a

Tt has beén repeatedly said that the 
cheapest and most alwindant thing in the 
countey is human life. The conmf|on 
man of the farm or of the city is the 
coohie, properly called “k't li," or, better, 
strength, When we reflect that So per 
cent af China's vast population is forced 
to labor hard, barehanded, for a mere 
physical existence, we can begin to grasp 
the significance of its industrial sitea- 
tion, No modern mventions; no tma- 
chines have come to set it free. Like 
Edwin Markham’s “Man with the Hoe,” 
the Chinese worker feels the weight of 
centuries of toil upen his shoulders. 

The ecanomic problem today ts. tragic, 


and were i not tor tts natural character- 
istics of patience, China would be in the 
threes of a bloody revolution.

The greatest industrial city of China ts 
not one of the treaty ports, where the 
direct influence of Western progress is 
constantly felt, but a bustling interior erty 
of Niangst Provinee—Ching-teh-chen.* 
This is the famous porcelain and pottery 
center of the nation—indeed, it is the 
onginal heme of the porcelain industry 
of the world. 

There are few cites in Anitrica or 
Eurone that are so completely given caver 
toa single industry as this one. Thenageh 
the metiiods of production are primitive, 
the city must still be classed a5 an inelus- 
trial center, Tt was my rare privilege to 
visit this conservative, but interesting, 
old place and see with my own eyes the 
fascinating process of pottery-making 
from beginning to eri, 

Chinawarte! What does-the word con- 
note? It ts sitnply a ware made of clay 
and named for the country that first 

roduced it. Whether tt be a gone tie 
from a temple root, a dish, a wase, or a 
painted ornament front o wealthy Celes- 
tial’s home, it all has a traceable connec- 
tion with Ching-teh-chen, With the

stricted and handled, a high degree of 
specialization being mvalveti m etch. 

The construction ts: aomewhat as fol- 
Jows: the wheel, nearly a yard in diam- 
eter, is shel with o heavy. groaved tire 
to prevent skidding, an ever-present dan- 
ger, and is placed centrally between bwe 
slatted plattorms, each about three feet 
long-and a foot wide, carried on 4 frume- 
work eane inches above the axle. Part 
wf the frame extends beyond the piat- 
form, ending in twa-sttang handles; be- 
low i4 the usual par of legs. 

Operation of the harrow is. sonvewhiat 
complicated. Assume a load of ovten, 
one most difficult to manage. Two bales, 
half a ton, are securely roped onto, the 
parallel platform. The coalie then evters 
the shafts, or handles, first slippmg over 
them the loops of ‘his strap, which is of 
sich length that, with his shoulders 
straightened, the lees of the burrow clear 
the ground, : 

The hundles are erasped 
doton, for, remember, the shoulders carry 
the imbalanced oud: the arms, assisted 
by the weight of the body, are exerted 
only in controlling the balance, The bal- 
ance also may be accomplished by raising 
and Jewering the shoulders’ and planting.

Owing to the demards of the work, 
wheelbarrow coolies age generally re- 
emitted! from a locality near Chin Kinny, 
on the Vanjgtee River, where the people, 
largely of Manchu stock, suffered Tittle 
dispersion, in the Tatping Rebellion. 
They are larger and stronger, though less 
intelligent tha ther weigher. 

The wheelbarrow coolte’s song hns vet 
to be sti. though many an undeserved 
word of opprobrinm has been hitled at 
him. Sative and furcivner alike abtse 
him for blocking the traffic with his: snail- 
like pace and chintinois load, yet le 
dhonctns larye qc An lecomuuc factor. 
Under certain conditions jie has reduced 
the cost of moving package freight to an 
unhenrdof minimum, and thereby ‘his 
lowly efforts have contribited largely to 
the wonderful prosperity of the treaty 
ports andl especially to that of Shatighar.

They also have a pre- 
ispursition to fatness—a happy condition. 
for the children, but provoking to the 
ethriologist to he baffled br a chubbiness 
commen alike to hearth, south, and middle 
China.” 

Were it rot for the fact (hat his is the 
most intelligent fae in the proup, one 
might hazard the guess that the fat boy’s 
descetit is largely Manchu, As “the child 
is father tothe man,” the man in his case 
gives promise of being large-honed and 
titi-Leclien!. 

The litle chap to the left, wearmng a 
foreign cap, ought be a brother of the fat 
bor, awn or half, or as the Chinese sulitly 
pot it, having in mind plural martiage, 
“same mother” or “same father.”

B chaos in China ts impossible with- 


out some knowledge of the background 


of the past, 
The form of Chinn's government under 
the empire might be compared to that e€- 


tablished by Alexander the Great after 


his conquest of the world. The Emperor 
at Peking stood at the head of a country 
divided into independent provinces ruled 
by satraps, or governors, whose sole obh- 
gation’ to the central government was 
completed when they sent to the imperial 


treasury their allotted quotas of imperial 


teventi¢ and insured peace within their 
sective provincial boundartes. 
hese satraps were the product of and 





were assisted in their work by the 
younger and less advanced products of 





he literary examination system. They 
composed the mandarinate, or civil-serv- 
ice class, which monopolized the edn- 
cated clement of the nation. — 

The end and aim-of an ambitious young 
man under this system was to pass s1t- 
cessfully the examinations and thereby 
obtain preferment in the civil adniinisira- 
tion of the country, There was no need 
for education in amy other walk m life. 

Held together at first by a strong alien 
ruling house which they despised, mem- 
bers of the mandarinate later came to 
support that house (the Manchus) as the 
panoply of a government upon which 
they depended for their station im life. 


A SHOCK TO CHINA'S PRIDE 


A government may retain the confi- 
dence of the people it governs as long as 
it is maintamed in the interests of the 
governed and not its own employers. Tt 
oust react promptly to the demands of 
the governed, both as ta domestic well- 
being and in its relation with outside na- 
tions. When this test is applied, the gov- 
ernment maintained in its latter days by 
the mandarinate is found wanting. 

Thstrust grew, rebellion followed. For 
years the government had allowed the 
public. works of the country to go unre- 
paired; nar was money spént on new 
wark. 


In 1894 the people suffered a shack to 
their pride and trust im the goverument 
through the defeat of their armies at the 
hands of the fapanese, The mation, be- 
sides losing. important (territory, was 
forced to go into the financial! murkets of 
the world to, borrow money to pay its 
war indemmitics, 

The broker nations demanded certain 
concessions asa-quid pro qua. There en- 
ened the battle of concessions, Between 
1896 and T8908 Russia got Dalny, Ger- 
many got Tsingtan, Great Britain -got 
Wei-hai-wei, and France got Kuang- 
chau-wan, | | 


MANCILUS DIVERTED THE RONEN UPRISING 


In 1900 the so-called “Boxer Uprising” 
occurred, beginning 24 a1) attack upon 
the Manchu Dynasty, which the people 
blamed for their troubles, interrial as 
well-as external | 

The Manchu rulers skillfully diverted 
the wrath of the so-called uprising from 
themselves. to the foreigner, and thus 
succeeded in obtaining a few years’ re- 
prieve, during which time they made a 
violent effort to retrieve lost prounil and 
win back the confidence and trust of the 
wople they had so grossly misgoverned. 
They saw the “handwriting on the wall” 
und innwgurated an attempt to centralize 
the government by nationalizing railway 
construction, addmg to the prestige of 
the army by making the Etnperor its 
conmmmanier-in-chief, etc. | 

Bat it was too late. The plan for roi 
way constriction precipitated a conflict 
between the forees im favor of centrall- 
vation and those (greatly.in the majority } 
in favor of continuing the old plain, based 
on the independence of the provinces. 

This conthet was characterized hy overt 
acts of haatility, at which thase who had 
been plotting revolution agamst the Alan- 
chu House took advantage. 

In tort edme the short revolution 


which within three months brought about 


the formal abdication of the Manchus, 
who fired a Parthian shot by turning over 
the povernment to Yuan Shil-k’a1, a 
leader of the strangest party in the man- 
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darinate,.Wwho tid Ted the imperial ar- 
mits apuinat the revolutionists, 

When the Manchu Howse was sbol- 
thed the panoply of government wae 
pore. ‘There were left the mandarinate 
the priests of the ternple, as it were—ardl 
the common. people. who in the agpregate 
mide «a grent, contented miss, pence- 
loving bat uninterested in ptrvernment, 
imicivencd by the education which had 
ben reserved for the oimndartriate, ane 
therefore unpatriotic 

The mandarinate class was composed 
of thracholars of the old educational £s- 
tem. The new generation was lrmenw 
With tt a new set of scholars, for the most 
mart educated alicoad, who were return 
mg to China with a profound respect for 
Western learning and an equally pro- 
found contempt for everything for which 
thear fathers: stood 
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handed the government over to the older 
ceneration, the marnidarinaic; which at 
ance was forced to coummence the strug- 
gle for very existence apainst the attacks 
of the impatient younger generation, dis- 
satisher! with an empty victory, 


This we find the situation in tor: 

1. The reigning family was gone 

2. Two parties were left struggling to 
control the government that wos to take 
Le place—firet, the mandarmate ( strongly 
of the belief that the monarchical form of 
fovermment was the only one sittted to 
the Chinese}, and, second, the new genera- 
tim of scholars (dlechledly ombyed with 
the Wien that all deri Tab fexrin a -ut- 
eroment modelo) upon the pian of the 
Amencin Republic was tot only sqited 
te the Chinese, but to the advanced toes 
rt a hoch ‘4c live) 

And so there resnlted the two attempts 
fothe mandarinate to establish a man- 
uechy: First, Yuan Shih-K’afs attempt 
to form a. dynasty in 191; next, Chang 
stm s attempt to restore the Manchns 

In the meantime the common peaple, 
the merchants and farmers, were sitting

by, observing a strict neutrality, suspi- 
cious of both sides and apparently help 
less. 

To the previously mentioned three 
classes of people in China, namely, the 
tiandarinate (scholars and gentry), the 
merchants and farmers, and the younger 
generation of scholars, who are becom 
ing Inwvers, teachers, doctors, and ergi- 
neers, there nmutst be added a fourth 
class; which must be consiiered in China 
as well as in every other country. Marx 
called them the laboring proletarmt. In 
China they are called coolies: They are 
the “hewers of wood and drawers of 
water.” Vast numbers of them found 
eroployment as porters, mulctcers, river 
boatmen. It was to ther at the end of 
a day of hard toil that opium came as a 
blessing, affording relief from the grinil- 
ing fatigue and utter exhaustion which 
their il-nurtured bodies suffered. 


THE COORIES PROFOUNDLY APFPECTRY BY 
NEW CORDITIONS 


The coolies had been profoundly iaf- 
fected by conditions, In the first place, 
opium was taken from them, leaving a 
dissatisfied lot of men who could no 
longer use it. There werd also a few dts- 
contented opium-growers, who had been 
thrown out of work by the destruction ai 
their one money crop. 

Then, too, during the past sixty years 
there has been a great extension of ship- 
ping along the coasts, rivers, and canals 
of China, and many railways have been 
built. All of these developments have re- 
sutted in the changing of trade fanes— 
the alandonment of oid rontes for new 
ones, 

For instance, the old highroead that ran 
from ‘Canton north through Munan to 
Hankow was onee alive with porters, 
muleteers, wheelbarrow and chair coolies, 
As a trade route, it is now dead: for it is 
cheaper and quicker to supply the coun 
try by esteamers. from Shanghai, The 
Grand Canal has been abandoned for the 
quicker and cheaper avenue of the Ticn- 
tain-Fikow Kailway and the steamers 
that ply the coast between Shanghar and 
Tientsin. 

The old caravan route that begun at 
Tientsin, passed through the Grent Wall, 
‘and ended at Kinhta, in Siberia, over 
which furs and tea were exchanged, has 
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been abandoned for the tarlways of Miun- 
churia and the steamers that ply between 
Shanghai and Viladivestok. 

These changes mean thet countless 
numbers of cooltes who formerly found 
employment in’ the transportation of 
freight and passengers over thase ancient 
routes have been thrown upon a country 
the ordinary food-producing population of 
which has been growing constantly, They 
form -a flouting labor peqnilation now 
preving upon the landed population. 


THE BACKGRA YD FOR TODAYS EVENTS 


Thus we have wur background: 

First. The mandarinate (trained in a 
school which emphasized the administra- 
tive side of government, andl therefore 
inheriting no behef in the ability of the 
people to govern themerlves through leg- 
ihlition of ther own making) strugeling 
to retain control of the administration, 
inclined. toward the monarchical form 
of government as the one best suited to 
their needs and the needs of the people, 
hat too jealous of one another to be able 
ty sett apa retening family chosen from 
among themselves, 

Second. AL peace <Joving, unpatriotic 
merchant and farmer class, which 
through the centuries has left matters of 
government in the bamds of the mandz- 
ninate and which has therefore not in- 
herited any feeling of civie responsibility 
or puitriotise, | 

Third. The pattione scholars of the 
younger generition, who are impatient to 
tuke aver the work which they feel that 
the mandarinate of the old order is unit 
to de, imbued with a belief in a demo- 
cratic form of government modeled tpon 
that of the United States: 

Fourth, The eoolies, discontented, aut 
of work, unpatriotic. ignorant of govern- 
ment, ready to march and fire a gun for 
ay side that will fursh them fowl, 
noone|ey, aml clothing. 

A further complicating factor in the 
situation is the fact that among the Chi- 
nese provincial loyalty has been devel- 
oped to a very high degree, this injecting 
into the strugele an clement much. akin 
to our old question of “States” Rights.” 

This is the stage setting for today's 
political drama. 

We are now teady to consider some of 
the actors.

have (Closhw) have combined as the 
Satcho element to control the Japanese 
cahinets through those branches of the 
government adeinistration. 

In China the army is by far the more 
important of the two, and over a thaw 
sind of the younger Chinese army obf- 
cers obtnined their edecation and train- 
ing inthe Japanese any achools, 

Until 1914 the issue had been clearly 
drawn between the mandirinate as a 
whole and the more anvslern, radical ele- 
tnent. ‘The undivided mandarinate, direct 
heir to the Manchus, had suecessiully 
defended its right to control the admin- 
jatration of the country in 191} against 
the attacks of the radicals, led by Sun 
Yat-sen and others, Loans obtained 
fram Western lending nations assisted 
them in their control, fornishing them 
with the financial aid needed in réorgan- 
izing the revenues and currency of the 
cOUNMiEY, 

Dering this petied Tapan, having no 
money to lend, was thonght by the man- 
darinate to be furnishing refuge and en 
cotragement to the radical element, which 
was continuously plotting revolt against 
the party in power; but with the begzim- 
ting of the World War a few situation 
was brought about. Europe needed its 
rioney, atid as a result. the mandarinite 
began to suffer through lack of finds. 
The radicals bepan to regain hope. 

THE MGONARCHICAL FIAsco 


In. 191 came the great monarchical 
fiasen of Yoran Shih-K’'ai and the latter's 
death, seme sav from oa broken heart. 
Me Jett the government treasury impiy- 
enished and the people of the country 
thoroughly suspicious of the intentiatne 
aithe tmandannite. 

In tqi7 America entered the war on 
the side of the Allies and invited the 
Imtherto neutral ations to john her 
against the Germans. “The manvlarimate, 
now led by Tuan-Ch’i-jui, and the so- 
called Antu Club saw in this invitation 
an opportunity to obtain the finauctal as- 
sistance Necessary in putting down revolt 
and makings secre its control of the 
cotmtty. The radical element realized 
the danger and tried to prevent « declara- 
ton of war. The lavter had the majority 
of the people with it, for there was much 
suspicion of aoplan for a return of the 
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Manchu Hotise and there was also a 
genmine fear that joining the Allies 


meant throwing China upon the merev of 


Japan, already unpopular because of the 
famous “21 demands” of its. 

Tuan-Chi-iul, who had had his Anfu 
Cliob in excellent working trim for some 
time, by clever tactics obtained Wis dec- 
laration of war, and through the control 
which the Acfu Club had twer the mints- 
tries of communications and finance, he 
was able, Gt scant security, to get money 
for his plans from Japanese bankers. 
He made an attempt to force the radical 
element in the south to come to terms, 
hot without success, 

The close relationship which appeared 
to exist between his party, the Anfu Club, 
and Japanese monev-lenders gave his 
ences in the Per Yang Party their op: 
porns They refused to help him in 

is efforts to coerce the radicals by mili- 
tity force, bringing about a stalemate 
anid a sthempt at a poace conference. 

The World War ended with the defeat 
of Germany, and Japan, faced with a 
Hore serious situation in Siberia, cut off 
the ready supply of funds which was 
helping the Anfu Party in China: Gen- 
ermal Wu-Pei-fi, cotnmander of the forces 
af Chihli Province onder Military Gov- 
emur Ts'ac-K'un—the leader of the 
Chihlt faction of the Pei Yang Party, 
which was eppored to the Anfu taction— 
withdrew his troops from hetween the 
forces supporting the radicals and those 
of the Ania faction, thus precipitating 
upen strife between the two, in-which the 
Antu faction was defeaterl, 

Tuan-Chi-jui, with thove loyal to the 
Antu. Party, attempted to suppress the 
Chik faction, but he found that the ac- 
cumulation of dutrust of the mandarin- 
ute. himself, aml the Anfa Club, the last 
hecause of its intrigues with the Japanese, 
ahi the coimiry against him, and he 
ost, 

The alignment in this last struggle was 
interesting. Dividing the mandarinate 
of the country as a'whole inte twa fae 
tions, we had m™m the south the Kuang- 
tung Party, while in the extreme north 
was the Pel Yang Party, with the neutral 
league in Central Chinn benevolently neu- 
tral toward the extrenie north. |
